While  the  majority  of  Brigham 
Young  University’s  students  will  be 
vacationing  for  the  next  two  weeks, 
basketball  coach  Stan  Watts  and 
his  varsity  cagers  will  be  traveling 
from  coast  to  coast,  competing 
against  some  of  the  top  hoop  squads 
in  the  country. 

The  Cougar  hoopslers  departed 
from  the  Salt  Lake  Airport  yestw- 
day  for  a pair  of  rugged  encount- 
ers in  the  Northwest  against  Seattle 
University  on  Friday  and  Oregon 
State  University  on  Saturday. 

The  Cougars  will  make  it  four 
games  in  six  days  when  they  re- 
turn to  Provo  for  a Tuesday  clash 
with  Loyola  University  of  Chicago 
and  a Wednesday  contest  with  an 
Australian  All-Star  team. 

NEW  YORK  BECKONS 

With  barely  time  to  celebrate  the 
Holiday  season,  the  Mountain  Cat 
crew  departs  Christmas  mOTning 
for  New  York  City  for  the  most 
prestigious  of  all  the  year-end 
tournaments— -the  Holiday  Festival 
in  Madison  Square  Garden.

Students  Go  Home 
As  Vacation  Starts 


The  Christmas  spirit  is  not  as, 
evident  on  campus  this  week  as 
the  “going  home”  spirit. 

Classes  officially  end  today  for 
the  (Christmas  vacation  and  will  re- 
sume on  Jan.  3,  and  BYU  students 
are  on  the  move. 

Those  few  students  who  do  re- 
main at  BYU  for  the  Christmas 
vacation  will  find  many  facilities 
still  open  to  them  part-time. 
Church  services  for  the  67  campus 
wards  will  be  combined. 

FEW  REMAIN 

The  only  students  left  on  campus 
will  be  some  foreign  students,  mar- 
ried students  who  have  established 
their  homes  in  Provo,  and  a few 
without  the  cash  to  make  a long 
journey. 

By  air,  bus.  rail  and  jH'iveite  cars, 
students  began  leaving  Thursday 
night,  but  the  big  migration  will 
come  this  afternoon  and  evening 
at  the  conclusion  of  classes. 

Students  have  been  busy  arrang- 
ing rides  for  weeks.  Aimlanes  have 
been  chartered  to  Chicago.  New 
York,  and  other  large  distant 
cities.  Travel  agencies  say  about 
1,000  are  flying  home  on  commer- 
cial airlines,  and  trains  out  of 
Provo  have  been  booked  solid. 
Eleven  chartered  busses  will  line 
up  on  campus  Friday  afternoon 
for  the  trip  to  Washin^on.  Seattle. 
Los  Angeles,  San  Francisco,  New 
Yorit,  Chicago  and  other  points.

BYU's  semi-annual  blood  drive 
ended  Thursday  with  a total  of 
781  pints  donated,  19  short  of  the 
800  pint  goal  set  by  Angel  Flight 
and  ROTC,  but  181  more  than  that 
set  by  the  Red  Ooss.

This  would 
have  brought  the  total  to  861  pints.

Dean  Suffers  Attack 


Rudger  H.  Walker,  Dean  of  the 
College  of  Biological  and  Agricul- 
tural sciences,  suffered  a heart 
attack  Monday,  Dec.  5.  According 
to  his  secretary,  Valeen  Ander- 
son, he  felt  pain  about  8:15  in 
the  morning  and  went  home.  At 
10:00  a.m.  she  was  notified  of  the 
Dean’s  condition. 

Upon  arriving  at  the  Utah  Val- 
ley Hospital  he  was  put  in  in- 
tensive care  for  several  days  and 
was  later  moved  to  a private 
room  where  he  is  now  reeooper- 
ating. 

He  is  reported  as  doing  well 
although  he  will  have  to  remain 
in  the  hospital  until  Christmas 
when  he  will  be  released  for  a 
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December  25  and  January  1 all 
wards  will  meet  together  for  ser- 
vices on  the  late  schedule  listed 
above.  Sacrament  Meeting  will  be 
at  5:15,  however. 

All  wards  in  the  Third  Stake  will 
meet  together  each  Sunday  for  ser- 
vices in  the  Multi-purpose  Area  of 
the  Smith  Family  Living  Center. 
Priesthood  and  Relief  Society  will 
be-  at  9:30  a.m.  Sunday  School  at 
10:45  a.m.  and  Sacrament  Meeting 
at  5 p.m.

He  has  been 
acting  dean  on  two  previous  oc- 
cassions  when  the  Dean  had  to 
be  out  of  town  with  his  extensive 
schedule. 

Dean  Walker  has  many  other 
responsibilities  demanding  his 
time  other  than  his  activities  as 
dean.  He  serves  on  the  General 
Church  Welfare  Committee  which 
takes  him  as  far  away  at  England 
on  weekends  attending  regioual 
welfare  meetings  in  connection 
with  quarterly  conferences.  Most 
of  his  assignments,  however,  keep 
him  in  the  U.S. 

He  is  working  with  Paul  Felt 
on  an  Indian  program  in  connec- 
tion with  the  agriculture  depart- 
ment. 

Serving  as  a member  of  the 
board  of  directors  for  the  Ameri- 
can Universitv  of  Beirut,  in  Bei- 
rut, Lebanon  he  has  been  in  West 
Asia  this  last  year. 

In  his  responsibilities  as  dean 
he  is  working  to  complete  the 
plans  and  receive  approval  for  a 
new  life  science  building.

“But  I can  say  this,  I visited 
Brigham  Young  quite  extensively 
during  the  three  days  that  I w'as 
there  this  year,  and  I talked  to 
dozens  of  its  professors  and  scores 
of  its  students  on  campus,  and  I 
have  visited  its  classrooms  and  I 
have  seen  its  facilities,  and  I am 
more  impressed  with  Brigham 
Young  than  I am  with  any  other 
university  that  I have  visited  in 
the  last  five  years  (applause).

To  Write  In  Asia

For  most  GI’s  a tour  of  duty  in 
Vietnam  is  just  a grim,  unplea- 
sent  job  that  has  to  be  done.  But 
for  Gary  Jacobson,  former  BYU 
student,  it  will  be  something 
unique— if  it’s  any  consolation. 

Gary,  an  advertising-public  re- 
rations major  at  BYU,  will  be  a 
special  correspondent  for  the 
Daily  Universe  reporting  his  ex- 
periences as  a soldier  in  Vietnam. 

Not  that  it  was  planned  that 
way,  because  Gary  didn’t  have 
any  intention  of  going  to  the 
pened  when  he  dropped  out  of 
pened  when  he  dopped  out  of 
school  last  Spring  Semester  to 
work  in  Salt  Lake  City. 

There  came  the  traditional 
“greetings”  from  Uncle  Sam  in- 
viting him  to  report  for  his  phy- 
sical. He  passed,  and  two  weeks 
later  was  ordered  to  report  for 
active  duty. 

After  first  reporting  to  his  local 
selective  service  board  in  his 
home  town,  Oklahoma  City,  Okla., 
he  was  sent  to  Fort  Polk,  La.,  for 
basic  training.  He  also  took  sev- 
eral weeks  of  advanced  infantry 
training  there. . 

Special  search  and  seizure  tech- 
niques were  taught  by  Vietnam 
veterans.  Mock  Vietnamese  vil- 
lages were  set  up  and  the  soldiers 
were  trained  in  methods  of  fer- 
reting out  Viet  Cong. 

Experience  was  also  gained  in 
the  use  of  the  M-16  and  M-14 
rifles,  machine  guns,  grenade 
launchers,  mortars,  and  anti-tank 
weapons. 

Although  he  does  not  know  what 
his  exact  job  will  be  when  he 
gets  to  Vietnam,  it’s  pretty  cer- 
tain he’ll  be  a foot  soldier  with 
an  infantry  unit.  Gary  leaves  for 
Vietnam  Jan.  6.

Two  newsmen,  reporter  Williams 
Halls,  33,  and  Photographer  Alvin 
Quinn,  43,  both  of  the  Associated 
^ess,  were  pulled  from  their  car 
and  beaten  when  they  stepped  to 
photograph  some  idled  trucks.

Hoffa’s  90-minute  speech  was 
interrupted  by  cheers,  applause  and 
howling.

He  mentioned  the 
name  of  Robert  F.  Kennedy,  now  a 
New  York  Senator  but  formerly 
U.S.  Attorney  General,  and  the 
vast  convention  ball  rocked  with 
jeers  and  boos.

Drifter  Survives 
Trash  Dunking 

Phoenix,  Ariz.  (UPD— A 47-year- 
old  transient  who  fell  asleep  in  a 
Downtown  trash  bin  was  r^orted 
in  good  condition  Wednesday  after 
being  dumped  into  a refuse  truck, 
mashed  by  a 45,000-pound  compres- 
sor and  dumped  in  the  city  dump. 

Doctors  at  Maricopa  County 
hospital  said  it  was  a miracle  that 
John  Edwards  survived  with  only 
bruises  and  a possible  broken  shoul- 
der. 

“I  guess  I deserved  it,”  said  Ed- 
wards. “I  had  been  drinking  and 
was  picked  up  in  downtown  Phoe- 
nix about  11  p.m.  Tuesday  and 
buried  benath  piles  of  garbage  in 
the  truck.” 

He  and  the  trash  were  compresed 
in  the  rear  of  the  truck  by  the 
hydraulic  compressor,  then  taken 
to  the  city  dump.  TTiere,  workmen 
finally  heard  his  cries  and  saw  his 
head  sticking  out  of  a mound  of 
rubbish. 

One  workman  said  a Bulldozer 
would  have  arrived  10  minutes 
after  the  load  of  trash  containing 
Edwards  was  dumped  and  would 
have  buried  him  under  the  trash. 

“No  mattw  how  sleepy  I get, 
I’ll  never  pick  a spot  like  that 
again,”  Edwards  said.  “I  yelled 
and  yelled,  but  I guess  no  one  heard 
me.  I’m  sore  all  over.” 

Dick  Perrin,  of  the  refuse  com- 
pany, said  the  truck  that  picked 
up  the  load  of  trash  containing 
Edwards  was  a half-packer.  He  ^ 
said  the  full-sized  trucks  compress 
garbage  with  90.000-pounds  of  pres- 
sure which  would  have  killed  Ed- 
wards.

Cartoon  Entrepreneur  Dies 


Before  noon,  messages  of  condol-  the  French  Legion  of  Honor, 
ence  poured  into  Hollywood  frexn 
around  the  globe. 


Hollywood  (UPI)— Walt  Disney, 
the  greatest  showman  since  P.  T. 
Barnum,  died  Thursday  of  acute 
circulatory  failure.  The  65-year-old 
entrepreneur  left  as  his  legacy  to 
the  world;  Disneyland,  fabulous 
cartoon  characters  such  as  Mickey 
Mouse  and  Donald  Duck,  and  uni- 
versally acclaimed  motion  pictures. 

He  died  at  midmorning  in  St. 
Joseph  hospital  in  nearby  Burbank, 
where  his  left  lung  was  removed 
last  Nov.  21  after  doctors  discov- 
ered a tumor  which  had  caused 
an  abscess.  It  was  not  disclosed 
whether  the  tumor  was  malignant. 
A cardiol(^ist  was  at  Disney’s  bed- 
side when  he  succumbed. 

The  hospital  in  which  Disney  pas- 
sed away  is  located  across  the 
street  from  the  movie  studio  he 
founded. 

Disney’s  death  shocked  the  world. 


Los  Angeles  county  supervisors 
immediately  ordered  all  flags  on 
county  buildings  lowered  to  half- 
staff  in  tribute  to  him.  Flags  also 
were  lowered  at  Disneyland  and  at 
Walt  Disney  High  School  in  Ana- 
heim and  elsewhere  in  the  Orange 
County  city. 

One  of  the  most  beloved  and 
honored  figures  of  the  20th  century, 
Disney  climbed  the  heights  as  a 
cartoonist,  amusement  park  oper- 
ator and  one  of  the  last  of  Holly- 
wood’s great  movie  moguls. 

His  world-wide  awards,  honors 
and  citations  filed  29  typewritten 
pages  and  totaled  about  700,  in- 
cuding  29  Oscars,  four  Emmys, 
the  Irving  Thaberg  award,  the 
Presidential  Freedom  Medal  and
